WASHINGTON, Juty 26.—Some weeks 


ago General Black, Commissioner o 
Pensions, with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, ordered the dis 
missal of C. E. Behle, Special Pension 
Examiner at Cincinnati, upon iuforma 
tion that Behle, at a meeting of a Ger 
man literary society on July 2nd, used 
grossly insulting language toward the 
President of the "United States. Subse- 
quently the. Secretary ordered the sus 
pension of the order of dismissal unti 
Behle could be beard in his own behalf, 
Behle appeared at the Interior Depart- 
ment and was given a special hearing by 
the Secretary, He did not deny the 
charge, which was substantiated by the 
affidavits of several prominent people 
of Cincinnati, but said tbut bo had no 
recollection of using the Inogtuige attri- 
buted to him.

Spencer was progressing finely, when 
an order was received from headquarters 
to cease operations until such time as 
e surveyors can resurvey the route 


from Morun to the lake. Mr. Gest en- 
tertains an idea that the liae is too 
crooked, and that a resurvey will 
shorten it by several rmlea. As soon as 
this work is completed, Mr. Spencer 
has orders to immediately obtain the 
right of way to Susanville, when work 
in evading and road building will be 


fflxuenced. and rushed ahead. 
The 


company will endeavor to have the road 
finished to the lake before the snow 
flies. Mr. Spencer says it is amuaiug 
to hear people talk about the amount of 
damage they will sustain providing the 
road passes through their ranches, 
when anybody can see at a glance that 
there will be no damage, and that, on 
the contrary, it will be a benefit, in- 
creasing the value of the land greatly.

Fcley, of Eureku, purchased the old 
English mill, they have been making 
improvements. 
They 
have 
already 


seeded down 100 acres in alfalfa. 
The 


former owner, Brown, did nothing, and 
the chauge of ownership will be of great 
benefit to the town. The State has pur- 
chased 20 acres from tha owners for a 
park, but I do not thiuk any thing will 
be done towards making a track this 
year. Messrs. Bradley & Russell and 
Foley paid $55,000 for? the entne prop- 
erty, mill, water ditch and lands.

Lake estate intend to put up a new 
block on Virginia Street, rind Messrs 
Sheldon & AIoKis«iok are intending to 
erect a large bricji btructnru on Plaza 
street, north of the railroad tr.iclt.
